What  is  most  Important? 

The  first  part  of  December  we  were  thrilled  in  hearing  Gary  Player, 
the  world  famous  golfer,  tell  us  about  his  philosophy  of  life.  He  spoke  to 
a  capacity  crowd  of  members  and  friends  of  the  Church  at  the  Ramah 
Chapel.  Among  other  things,  he  told  us  what  he  thought  were  the  three  most 
important  things  in  life.  He  said  they  are:  Faith,  Education,  and  Physical 
Fitness.  As  Mormons,  we  can  accept  these  as  very  important  principles 
and  parts  of  a  happy  and  healthy  life.  We  accept  each  of  these  as  part 
of  the  Gospel  of  Christ  and  essential  to  complete  happiness.  What  do  we 
mean  by  faith?  It  means  one  thing  to  one  person  and  something  else  to 
another.  Is  it  a  profession  of  belief  in  God?  It  is  this,  but  much  more. 
It  is  a  seeking  to  know  God  —  to  know  His  will  —  and  then  obeying  his 
will. 

It  is  believing  in  God  and  that  He  will  reward  us  for  righteous  living 
and  will  punish  us  for  evil  doing.  That  reward  or  punishment  is  in  part 
experienced  in  this  life  and  finally  in  the  life  to  come.  Faith  is  doing 
all  we  can  for  ourselves  and  fellow  men,  and  then  knowing  that  what  we 
cannot  do  of  ourselves,  God  will  do,  if  this  is  for  the  best.  It  is  a  con- 
viction that  God  and  Christ  live,  and  a  striving  with  our  heartfelt  dedic- 
ation to  love  and  serve  them  and  our  fellow  men  as  well.  It  is  believing 
in  unseen  beings  because  we  have  felt  the  Holy  Ghost  testify  to  us  that 
they  live.  It  is  following  the  teachings  of  Christ  because  God  has  made 
it  known  to  us  that  they  are  the  way  to  eternal  life. 

Many  years  ago  while  attending  a  military  church  service,  I  recall  the 
chaplain  telling  those  present  that  if  they  would  come  up  after  the  service 
and  shake  his  hand  that  this  would  evidence  their  accepting  the  Lord  as 
their  saviour  and  that  they  would  be  saved.  It  is  difficult  —  and  in  fact, 
impossible  —  for  me  to  reconcile  this  faith  with  the  principles  taught  by 
the  Saviour  and  His  Apostles. 

It  is  wonderful  to  have  faith,  but  let  it  be  a  faith  which  will  bring  us 
to  love  God  enough  to  learn  His  will  and  then  obey  that  will. 

True  faith  in  God  will  change  our  lives  for  good.  Someone  has  said 
that  "The  Gospel  makes  bad  men  good  and  good  men  better."  It  causes 
us  to  cast  aside  habits  and  practices  which  are  against  God"s  will.  It 
causes  us  to  apply  the  teachings  of  Christ  in  our  daily  lives.  True  faith 
inspires  us  to  weed  out  the  imperfections  each  has  in  his  life  —  the  final 
goal  being  that  we  become  perfect,  even  as  God  and  His  Son  are  perfect. 

Unless  we  are  daily  practicing  the  overcoming  of  faults  and  weak- 
nesses in  our  character,  we  are  falling  short  of  this  goal.  Unless  our  lives 
are  more  perfect  today  than  they  were  last  year,  last  month,  last  week,  we 
are  not  showing  the  daily  repentance  and  the  resulting  progress  God  has 
in  mind  for  us. 

Benjamin  Franklin  used  to  carry  with  him  a  list  of  virtues  he  wanted 
to  acquire  and  faults  he  wanted  to  overcome.  That  he  was  used  by  God 
in  establishing  the  land  of  freedom  of  America,  together  with  principles  to 
govern  it,  is  testimony  to  the  desirability  of  practicing  each  day  the  per- 
fecting of  our  lives. 

What  are  some  of  the  noble  virtues  to  acquire?  One  could  be  dependa- 
bility —  the  following  through  with  a  given  assignment  until  we  have 
done  all  possible  to  make  it  a  success.  What  about  honesty,  truthfulness, 
helpfulness,  kindliness,  patience,  tolerance,  thankfulness,  forgiveness,  love. 

What  faults  can  we  master?  What  of  anger  —  losing  one's  temper 
—  revenge  —  criticism  —  fault  finding  —  swearing  — ■  gossiping  —  dis- 
respect —  law-breaking  —  failure  to  sustain  authority  —  dissension  — 
argumentation  —  injuring  the  feelings  of  others  —  injuring  the  character 
of  others? 

These  lists  might  be  multiplied  many  times  over.  Each  of  us  knows 
his  own  weaknesses.  Each  can  practice  overcoming  until  they  are  over-

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President  McKay  Honoured 

President  David  O.  McKay,  believed  to  be  the  nation's  oldest  former 
football  player,  received  the  "Distinguished  American"  award  from  the 
National  Football  Foundation  and  the  Hall  of  Fame. 

The  award  was  presented  in  absentia  to  the  beloved  Church  leader 
at  the  11th  annual  awards  dinner  of  the  Foundation  in  the  Waldorf- 
Astoria  Hotel  in  New  York  Tuesday  night. 

Accepting  the  award  for  President  McKay  was  Frederic  S.  Schluter 
of  Princeton,  N.J.,  a  convert  to  the  Church  and  president  of  the  Delewaie 
Valley  chapter  of  the  Foundation. 

Some   14,000  attending  the  banquet  heard  President   McKay   praised 
for  his  exemplary  life  and  were  told  how  he  played  guard  on  the  Univ- 
ersity  of  Utah   football  team   in    1894.   He 
is  believed  to  be  the  oldest  former  gridder 
in  the  nation. 

The  New  York  event  marked  football's 
100th  season. 

Vincent  DePaul  Draddy,  chairman  of 
the  awards  dinner,  said,  "it  is  not  because 
of  the  lengthening  years  of  this  distinguished 
man  that  we  honour  him.  We  honour  him 
for  the  richness  of  his  life  and  his  bene- 
ficient  influence  upon  his  fellow  man.  As 
football  men  we  cherish  the  record  of  this 
noble  career." 
David  o.  McKay  Mr  Dra{jdy  also  read  the  citation  which

President  McKay.  The  citation  read : 
"Churchman  —  Leader  —  Senior  Veteran  of  Football. 
"The  National  Football  Foundation  and  Hall  of  Fame  salutes  as  a 
'Distinguished  American'  Dr.  David  O.  McKay,  the  oldest  living  football 
man  of  record  in  our  nation.  For  many  years  he  has  been  the  renowned 
President  and  Beloved  Leader  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints.  (Mormon) 

"Born  in  Huntsville,  Utah,  September  8,  1873,  he  played  guard  in 
1896  on  th  first  football  team  that  represented  the  University  of  Utah.  In 
a  lifetime  that  encompasses  all  but  five  years  of  our  Football  Century, 
he  has  served  as  the  spiritual  head  of  a  great  religious  community,  a 
statesman  of  his  Church,  educator,  writer,  trustee  of  universities. 

"He  has  provided  an  inspiring  example  for  youth  and  for  his  fellow 
citizens.  He  has  personified  the  standards  of  heart  and  mind,  of  physical 
excellence,  and  of  the  competitive  values  he  exemplified  so  long  ago  on 
the  football  field.  Today,  in  his  ninety-sixth  year,  he  cherishes  those  values 
with  resolution  undiminished."

CHURCH  HISTORY  IN  S.A. 

Excerpts  from  "A  BRIEF  SKETCH  OF  THE  LIFE  OF 
WILLIAM  HOLMES  WALKER"  and  "THE  LIFE  INCI- 
DENTS AND  TRAVELS  OF  ELDER  WILLIAM  HOLMES 
WALKER  AND  HIS  ASSOCIATION  WITH  JOSEPH 
SMITH,  THE  PROPHET." 

December  1852,  in  company  with  my  father-in-law,  Winslow  Farr  and 
brother-in-law  Aaron  F.  Farr,  commenced  opening  a  road  and  building 
bridges.  Hewing  timber  for  a  sawmill  in  Little  Cottonwood  Canyon  (20 
miles  distant)  on  August  27th  we  had  our  mill  ready  to  raise.  I  started  to 
Salt  Lake  City  to  get  men  for  the  purpose  of  helping  raise  it.  Before  I 
c*rrived  at  the  city  I  learned  that  I  had  been  appointed  to  go  on  a  mission 
to  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  South  Africa.  Instead  of  taking  out  men  to  raise 
the  mill,  I  took  one  to  purchase  my  interest,  and  succeeding  in  this  I  settled 
up  my  business,  and  got  ready  and  started  in  fifteen  days,  without  purse 
or  scrip.  Neither  two  coats.  Leaving  two  wives  and  two  small  children. 
The  youngest  two  months  old.  For  their  support  and  care  I  left  them  in 
the  hands  of  a  man  bv  the  name  of  Hill.  Who  proved  not  to  be  a  good 
man  or  Latter-day  Saint.  He  had  just  arrived  from  England  and  was  a 
stranger  to  me;   but  was  recommended  as  being  good. 

I  left  provisions  for  a  year,  a  valuable  span  of  horses,  a  good  harness, 
a  number  one  yoke  of  oxen.  Two  wagons,  six  cows  and  fifteen  head  of 
young  cattle.  The  man  moved  into  the  log  house  that  my  family  had 
moved  out  of,  lived  on  the  provisions  I  had  left.  Hauled  wood  through  the 
winter  and  sold  for  his  own  benefit,  leaving  my  family  to  suffer  for  the 
want  of  what  he  had  consumed  and  in  the  spring  traded  off  some  of  the 
stock  to  get  himself  a  team,  moved  off  and  we  have  never  seen  nor  heard 
of  him  since.  Before  going,  he  killed  one  horse,  used  up  the  other  and 
the  oxen.  So  in  consequence  my  family  had  to  work  very  hard  for  their 
support. 

The  15th  of  September  1852,  I,  in  company  with  Jesse  Haven,  Leonard 
L.  Smith  (of  the  same  mission  as  myself)  and  in  company  of  one  hundred 
elders,  for  different  parts,  left  Salt  Lake  for  our  several  fields  of  labor.  This 
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was  the  day  that  the  revelation  on  celestial  marriage  was  made  public  to 
the  world  and  sent  to  the  nations. 

We  were  organized  with  H.  S.  Elridge  as  our  captain,  although  Orson 
Pratt  and  Several  prominent  men  were  in  the  company. 
.  .  .  April  18th  (1853)  We  arrived  at  the  place  of  our  destination,  for 
which  we  were  thankful.  We  had  a  good  passage  and  landed  in  safety.  No 
accidents  of  any  kind  had  happened  to  us.  According  to  our  prayers,  we 
thanked  the  Lord  for  all  the  blessings  and  also  for  so  favorable  circum- 
stances while  crossing  the  sea.  As  a  good  cabin  passage.  Which  we  realized 
was  a  blessing  from  God,  for  we  left  our  homes  without  purse  or  script, 
and  have  no  other  dependence,  only  in  God.  We  are  now  landed  in  a 
strange  land  among  strangers.  Without  home  and  without  friends  and 
without   money,    which    gives    me    feelings    not   easy    to    express,    when    I 

reflect  upon  my  feelings  and  qual- 
ifications. Sent  forth  to  the  nations 
of  the  earth  to  preach  the  gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ  to  every  nation, 
tongue,  and  people,  and  have  no 
other  dependence,  only  in  Him.  I 
thank  God  that  I  have  no  other. 
I  pray  that  I  may  always  put  my 
trust  in  God  and  none  else. 

**  Tuesday,  April  19th,  1853. 
Landed  in  Capetown,  Cape  of 
Good  Hope,  South  Africa. 

**  Friday,  April  22,  1853.  We 

obtained    permission   to    preach    in 

the  town  hall   and  gave   notice  through  the   public   print  that  we  would 

give  6   lectures,   commencing   on    Monday   evening,   next  at  half   past  six 

o'clock. 

**  Monday,  April  25th,  1853.  I  visited  Rev.  Mr.  Risdale  to  obtain  his 
chapel.  He,  like  all  the  rest,  was  afraid  of  us  and  refused.  I  called  on  Mr. 
Maynard,  a  rich  man.  I  took  dinner  with  him  and  he  invited  me  to  call 
again. 

We  returned  to  Capetown  to  attend  the  appointment  at  the  town  hall. 
The  house  was  full.  They  looked  at  us  as  though  we  were  some  awful 
beings.  Brother  Haven  spoke.  Brother  Smith  and  I  bearing  testimony  of 
the  work  and  prophesies  of  Joseph  Smith.  As  soon  as  Joseph  Smith  was 
mentioned  as  a  prophet,  they  began  to  hoot  and  holler  "Old  Joe  Smith." 
A  mob  broke  up  the  meeting  in  an  uproar.  They  had  gathered  for  that 
purpose.  To  all  appearance  we  might  have  expected  some  trouble.  Some 
gentlemen  said  that  they  would  walk  with  us  and  that  we  should  not  be 
molested.  We  told  them  that  we  felt  alarmed  and  did  not  know  where  we 
were  going  to  lodge.  One  young  man  went  with  us  to  find  lodging  and 
gave  us  five  shillings  to  pay  for  it. 

**  Tuesday,  April  26th  1853.  In  the  evening  we  went  to  the  town 
hall  and  found  the  house  locked  against  us.  We  adjourned  to  the  Bethel 
Chapel  or  "Sailors'  Home".  I  hired  a  black  man  to  stand  and  tell  the 
people  at  the  town  hall.  It  was  soon  filled.  Devils  and  a  mob  came  also, 
shouting  "Old  Joe  Smith,"  etc.  making  all  sorts  of  hideous  noises.  We 
were  not  able  to  speak  more  than  five  or  ten  minutes.  There  were  several 
who  wished  to  hear  but  the  mob  was  too  numerous.  We  made  several 
unsuccessful  attempts  to  speak.  As  we  went  out  stones  were  thrown  at  us. 
However,  we  passed  through  their  midst  unharmed.  Mr.  Not  came  and 
invited  us  to  his  house;  he  gave  us  supper  .  .  . 

**  Friday,  April  29,  1853.  I  returned  to  Cape  Town.  I  have  been 
mentioning  dealings  with  different  parties  because  eating  is  an  exception 
to  the  general  rule,  the  times  mentioned  being  the  only  times  that  we  get 
anything  to  eat.*  The  clergy  and  ministers  went  from  house  to  house, 
telling  the  people  not  to  admit  us  or  give  us  anything  to  eat,  using  all  of 
their  influence  and  power  to  starve  us  and  drive  us  out  of  the  country. 
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**  June  9th.  Returned  to  Mowbray,  when  Mr.  Paul  opened  his  house 
for  holding  meetings;  but  had  no  time  to  make  seats.  I  told  him  that  I 
could  make  them.  He  said  there  was  materials  and  tools,  so  I  made  the 
seats. 

I  notified  the  people  and  then  went  to  Capetown  and  informed  Br. 
Haven  and  Smith  of  my  success.  They  both  attended  a  meeting  held  June 
12th.  We  had  a  full  house  and  good  order.  However,  threats  were  made 
that  the  doors  and  windows  would  be  broken  in  and  the  meeting  broken 
up. 

Mr.  Paul,  being  a  master  workman  and  builder,  and  having  from  40 
to  50  men  in  his  employ  the  year  around,  and  a  man  of  considerable 
influence,  took  a  decided  stand  and  told  them,  that  made  the  threats,  that 
they  were  welcome  to  come  to  the  meeting;  but  the  first  man  that  offered 
an  insult  on  his  premises  either  to  the  house  or  to  the  elders,  he  would 
put  more  holes  through,  than  there  were  in  a  skimmer.  Mr.  Nicholas  Paul 
was  the  first  and  only  man  that  had  the  moral  courage  and  stamina  to 
defend  the  servants  of  God  and  bid  defiance  to  mob  rule. 

From  that  time  on,  as  long  as  I  remained  in  the  vicinity,  I  had  a 
room  furnished,  nothing  lacking  for  my  comfort.  For  this  I  felt  truly 
thankful;  that  God  had  overruled  the  acts  of  men,  for  the  accomplishment 
of  his  purposes.  From  this  time  on,  we  held  regular  meetings,  on  Sundays, 
and  through  the  week. 

**  July  9th  .  .  .  The  next  day  it  was  published  in  Capetown  papers, 
that  the  Mormons  had  been  meeting  with  great  success.  "Yesterday,  July 
10th,  they  succeeded  in  baptising  6  persons  in  a  millrace,  just  above  a  mill 
at  Newlands.  The  sins  that  were  washed  down,  came  with  such  weight  and 
force  upon  the  machinery  of  the  mill,  that  it  was  broken  and  destroyed." 
About  this  time,  it  was  also  published  that  the  people  should  beware  of 
the  Mormons  and  not  admit  them  into  their  houses;  but  should  they  gain 
admittance,  to  look  after  their  silverware  and  valuables. 

The  facilities  in  this  vicinity  for  advertising  were  remarkable  good. 
An  omnibus  line  ran  from  Capetown  to  Wynberg,  and  was  the  only  direct 
thoroughfare  through  the  settlement.  Buses  ran  every  30  minutes,  and 
were  always  loaded,  outside  and  in.  Invariably  someone  on  the  bus  knew 
us  and  pointed  out  "There  they  go."  As  we  had  to  travel  mostly  on  this 
road,  it  was  not  long  before  we  were  generally  known. 

Notwithstanding  all  the  opposition  and  efforts  that  were  made  against 
us  and  to  starve  and  drive  us  out  of  the  country  as  well  as  inducements 
that  were  offered;  in  six  months  we  succeeded  in  baptising  45  persons,  and 
organized  two  branches  and  one  conference.  We  also  blessed  quite  a  num- 
ber of  children. 

**  July  18th.  Br.  Paul  and  some  others  went  with  me  to  Capetown 
to  assist  Br.  Haven.  We  had  not  been,  there  long  when  a  mob  of  500 
filled  the  house  and  street.  They  carried  on  so  that  we  were  obliged  to 
get  away  as  best  we  could.  They  followed  us.  The  following  was  published 
in  a  Capetown  paper.  "On  Monday  evening,  last,  the  Mormons  attempted 
to  hold  a  meeting  in  a  public  house  in  Bee  Street;  but  the  feeling  against 
them  was  shown  in  so  strong  a  manner  that  it  was  impossible  for  them 
to  obtain  a  hearing.  The  meeting  commenced  at  7  o'clock;  and  after  a 
prayer,  one  of  the  Saints  stood  to  preach:  but  the  uproar  was  so  great, 
that  he  soon  was  obliged  to  give  up  the  idea  of  adressing  them.  And  he 
accordingly  announced  that  there  would  be  no  preaching  that  evening. 
The  audience,  however,  was  not  so  easily  dispersed.  They  remained  about 
the  premises,  demanding  the  Mormons,  who  had  gone  to  the  back  part 
of  the  house,  and  whom  they  wanted  to  duck  or  put  in  the  sea  at  the  end 
of  the  causeway.  Some  wanton  persons  even  went  so  far  as  to  destrov  the 
windows  and  sashes  of  the  room  in  which  the  meeting  was  held.  Even- 
tually a  body  of  about  ten  policemen  came  to  the  scene  of  uproar  and  by 
9  o'clock  the  populace  had  dispersed  and  there  remained  only  the  broken 
windows  to  tell  how  strong  was  the  feeling  excited  against  the  followers  of 
'Joe  Smith.'  " 
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**  June  6th.  Mr.  James  Parker  and  many  more  came  into  our  meet- 
ing, who  were  disposed  to  make  disturbances  and  tried  to  break  it  up. 
Also  a  number  of  boys  joined  in  this  disgraceful  conduct.  It  was  expected 
that  Br.  Parker  would  preach  this  evening;  but  he  was  detained  in  a 
serious  combat  with  his  brother,  till  late.  When  I  got  through  speaking 
I  went  out  and  talked  to  the  crowd.  They  kept  quelled  for  a  while.  Br. 
Parker  spoke  for  a  short  time.  After  meeting  was  out  I  received  very 
abusive  language.  They  threatened  to  throw  me  in  the  river.  Said  I  ought 
to  be  tarred  and  feathered  and  whipped.  I  went  out  and  asked  them  what 
they  wanted  to  hurt  me  for.  They  said  because  I  preached  false  doctrine. 
I  talked  to  them  a  while.  They  quelled  down.  I  told  them  I  was  not 
afraid  of  them.  They  finally  went  away  and  did  not  offer  to  hurt  me. 
Br.  Parker  did  not  go  to  his  brothers  as  usual;  but  stopped  with  me  and 
slept  on  chairs  and  had  no  supper. 

**  June  7th.  This  morning  Br.  Parker  started  for  home.  I  still  con- 
tinued my  efforts  to  spread  the  gospel  in  every  way  and  manner  I  pos- 
sible could.  Going  from  house  to  house,  conversing  with  all  who  would 
listen.  Distributing  pamphlets,  with  advertisements  of  our  meetings  on 
the  covers.  Going  in  the  surrounding  country,  conversing  and  preaching 
and  improving  every  opportunity,  for  three  weeks.  I  only  had  breakfast  one 
morning  in  that  length  of  time.  Sometimes  dinner,  at  other  times  a  piece 
of  bread  and  butter  at  our  room.  For  six  weeks  I  averaged  only  one  meal 
per  day.  Some  were  very  favorable,  were  convinced  of  the  truth.  In  con- 
sequence of  neglect  of  duty  became  cold  and  indifferent  until  every  house 
and  heart  were  closed  against  me. 

I  was  obliged  to  give  up  our  meeting  house,  as  at  last  only  2  or  3 
came,  and  sometimes  none.  I  might  say,  however,  that  a  number  might 
have  been  baptised  but  for  the  want  of  courage.  Some  promient  men  would 
send  word  that  they  would  rather  I  would  not  call  on  them  in  person; 
their  popularity  would  be  in  danger.  So  strong  was  the  influence  against 

Mormonism,  that  they  did  not 
dare  let  it  be  known  that  they 
were  investigating,  or  even 
favored  the  Mormons  so 
much  as  to  admit  them  into 
their  houses,  or  lodge  them 
or  give  them  anything  to  eat. 
A  few  exceptions.  The  fact 
that  I  was  there  from  six  to 
twelve  months,  without  hear- 
ing from  my  family  or 
friends,  not  receiving  the 
Deseret  News  or  any  other 
paper  less  than  a  year  old.  It 
might  be  truthfully  said  that 
no  person  could  pass  through 
all  those  privations,  trials  and 
difficulties  only  through  the  grace  of  God.  I  firmly  concluded  that  the 
Lord  did  not  require  me  to  stay  longer  at  Grahamstown,  under  the  cir- 
cumstances; but  I  felt  all  the  time  that  I  wanted  to  do  my  duty  in  warn- 
ing them  and  leave  them  without  excuse.  I  felt  my  garments  were  clean 
and  clear  from  their  blood  in  the  day  of  judgment;  having  so  concluded, 
I  returned  to  Fort  Beuafort;  where  the  Saints  spared  no  pains  in  provid- 
ing everything  for  my  comfort  that  I  could  desire. 

I  did  not  remain,  however,  only  a  very  few  days  to  enjoy  those  com- 
forts and  rest  and  recruit  a  little,  when  I  started  up  farther  into  the 
interior  of  the  country,  and  on  the  borders  of  Kaffir  Land,  to  extend  my 
efforts  and  labor.  I  visited  Mr.  John  Green  on  Cat  River,  who  I  had 
dreamed,  when  in  Grahamstown,  would  be  the  first  person  that  I  would 
baptise.    He   was   not  yet  favorable,   though   his   wife   had   been   baptised 
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The  Ordinance  of 
Administration 


Healings  come  by  faith  and  by  the  power  of  the  Lord,  and  the  ordin- 
ance of  administering  to  the  sick  is  designed  to  increase  faith  and  to 
centre  it  in  the  considerations  at  hand.  The  purpose  of  administrations  is 
to  heal  the  sick  in  those  instances  where  such  accords  with  the  divine  will, 
and  the  procedures  involved  are  so  ordained  as  to  aid  in  acquiring  and 
exercising  that  faith  by  which  the  sick  may  be  raised  up. 

Administration  should  be  made  at  the  request  of  the  sufferer  or  some- 
one vitally  concerned,  so  that  it  may  be  done  in  answer  to  faith.  The 
priesthood  is  given  to  bless  mankind,  and  those  who  hold  it,  acting  in 
harmony  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Church,  are  expected  to 
use  their  delegation  of  God's  authority  to  bless  and  better  their  fellow- 
men.  Where  administering  to  the  sick  is  concerned,  blanket  authorization 
has  been  given  to  all  holders  of  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood  to  perform 
such  ordinances  under  proper  circumstances. 

President  Joseph  Fielding  Smith  gives  the  following  instructions  for 
the  performances  here  involved :  "The  detail  in  anointing  and  blessing  the 
sick  is  as  follows :  Two  or  more  elders  should  be  called  for  the  purpose. 
One  elder  should  pour  the  oil  from  the  bottle  containing  pure  olive  oil, 
which  has  been  consecrated  upon  the  crown  of  the  head,  of  the  sick  person. 
(One  drop  taken  from  a  medicine  dropper  is  improper,  nor  should  the  oil 
be  poured  from  a  spoon).  The  brother  anointing  should  not  seal  anointing 
but  leave  that  to  the  second  elder.  The  sick  person  is  called  by  name  in 
the  anointing  and  it  should  be  done  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  and  by 
authority  of  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood  according  to  the  revelation  and 
to  the  end  that  the  sick  person  may  be  healed. 

"After  the  ordinance  of  anointing  is  finished,  the  elders  present,  two 
or  more,  including  the  one  who  anointed  ,will  lay  their  hands  upon  the 
head  of  the  sick  and  offer  a  prayer  in  faith  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ 
and  by  virtue  of  the  priesthood  which  they  hold  seal  the  anointing.  If 
moved  upon  by  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord,  the  brother  whose  voice  may 
rebuke  the  illness  and  bless  with  life  and  health.  Prayers  and  blessings  for 
the  sick  need  not  be  of  great  length,  that  which  is  essential  should  be 
uttered  and  then  the  prayer  closed  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.  After  the 
administration  is  finished,  it  is  wisdom  for  the  elders  who  officiate  not  to 
prolong  their  visit,  but  cheerfully  withdraw  .  .  ." 

Proper  Administration  Procedures 

If  a  man  were  alone  with  a  sick  person,  should  he  anoint  with  oil  and 
give  the  blessing  and  seal  it  by  himself?  If  an  elder  is  alone  and  no  help 
is  available,  and  he  is  called  on  to  administer  to  the  sick,  he  has  full  auth- 
ority both  to  anoint  and  seal  the  anointing. 

Is  it  proper  to  anoint  the  afflicted  parts  of  the  body?  No.  The  anoint- 
ing should  be  on  the  crown  of  the  head. 

Is  it  permissible  to  administer  the  oil  internally?  No.  Taking  the  oil 
is  not  part  of  the  administration.  If  persons  who  are  ill  wish  to  take  oil 
internally,  they  are  not  forbidden,  but  many  sicknesses  will  not  be  im- 
proved by  oil  in  the  stomach.  Is  it  proper  for  an  elder  to  take  with  him 
a  brother  holding  the  Aaronic  Priesthood  to  assist  in  administering  to  the 
sick?  This  question  has  been  answered  by  the  First  Presidency  and  Council

World 


CHURCH  PLANS   EXPOSITION 
IN  JAPAN'S  EXPO    '70 

Plans  for  construction  of  an  exhibition  building  in  Osaka,  Japan,  for 
the  1970  Japanese  World  Exposition  were  anounced  by  the  First  Presi- 
dency of  the  Church. 

Contract  for  the  exposition  space  was  signed  in  Japan  recently  by 
Exposition  officials  and  President  Walter  R.  Bills  of  the  Japan  Mission. 
Plans  for  the  building  and  exhibits  will  go  forward  under  the  direction 
of  the  Church  Information  Committee  of  which  Elders  Mark  E.  Peterson, 
Richard  L.  Evans  and  Gordon  B.  Hinckley  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve 
are  the  executive  committee,  aided  by  Elder  Ezra  Taft  Benson,  also  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve,  who  is  supervisor  of  the  missions  in  the  Orient. 

Design  for  the  building  was  by  Emil  B. 
Fetzer,  Church  architect,  and  a  member  of  the 
Church  Building  Committee.  Negotiations  are 
being  made  with  Japanese  architects  and  con- 
tractors to  work  with  the  Church  Committee 
on  detailed  plans  and  construction  of  the  build- 
ing. 

The  plan  provides  for  a  modern  Oriental 
design  wi+h  part  of  the  charm  being  the  open 
Japanese  gardens  at  each  entrance.  It  is  a  one- 
story  building  on  stilts  with  an  entrance  from 
both  ends  through  the  gardens  to  a  central  lobby 
on  the  ground  level.  Here  groups  will  assemble 
to  begin  a  guided  tour  of  the  exposition  and 
mount  to  the  exhibition  floor  on  a  graceful, 
curving  stairway. 

Provisions  have  been  made  on  the  main 
floor  for  four  exhibition  areas  and  for  two 
small  theatres  with  a  seating  capacity  of  100 
persons  each.  Exhibit  areas  are  so  arranged  to 
provide  for  a  continuous  flow  of  the  traffic 
through  the  building. 

The  main  lobby  will  be  used  for  the  distribution  of  literature  and 
graceful,  curving  stairways  will  lead  to  the  second,  or  raised  floor.  The 
theatres  are  situated  so  one  can  be  operating  while  the  other  one  is  filling 
up.  Visitors  will  leave  the  upstairs  via  another  curving  stairway. 

The  building  will  be  145  feet  long  and  45  feet  wide,  with  a  total 
of  10,000  square  feet  of  office  and  exhibition  space.  The  structure  occupies 
60  per  cent  of  the  building  site  which  was  the  limit  set  by  the  exposition 
officials.  A  tower  will  rise  80  feet  with  a  statue  of  the  Angel  Moroni  on 
top. 

The  exposition  building  will  be  erected  of  structural  steel  with  a 
light-weight  cast  of  stone  panels.  According  to  Mr.  Fetzer  it  is  designed 
so  that  much  of  the  material  can  be  reused  for  Church  buildings  in  the 
Osaka  area. 

An  overhang  on  the  exterior  of  the  building  will  provide  cover  from 
the  sun  and  from  rain  during  inclement  weather. 
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The  Church  has  secured  a  favourable  location  for  its  building  adjacent 
to  a  main  raised  moving  sidewalk  and  near  the  big  Japanese  government 
exhibition  area.  A  promenade  passes  along  both  ends  of  the  building 
where  the  entrances  are  located. 

The  Japan  World's  Fair  will  open  in  the  spring  of  1970  and  continue 
into  the  late  fall.

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Our  Prayers  Should  Be  Simple 

"And  when  thou  prayest,  thou  shalt  not  be  as  the  hypocrites  are:  for 
they  love  to  pray  standing  in  the  synagogues  and  in  the  corners  of  the 
streets,  that  they  may  be  seen  of  men.  Verily,  I  say  unto  you,  they  have 
their  reward. 

"But  thou,  when  thou  prayest,  enter  into  thy  closet,  and  when  thou 
hast  shut  thy  door,  pray  to  thy  Father  which  is  in  secret;  and  thy  Father 
which  seeth  in  secret  shall  reward  thee  openly. 

"But  when  ye  pray,  use  not  vain  repetitions,  as  the  heathen  do :  for 
they  think  that  they  shall  be  heard  for  their  much  speaking."  (Matt.  6.5-7). 

The  advice  given  above  came  from  the  Master  nearly  two  thousand 
years  ago,  but  we  still  need  it.  The  Lord's  prayer  is  wonderful  because  of 
its  simplicity.  We  still  have  people  who  have  the  notion  that  a  long  prayer 
will  make  up  for  other  deficiencies.  The  ancient  Pharisees  were  not  the 
only  ones  that  needed  that  medicine.  It  applies  today.  Prayer  alone  won't 
get  us  to  first  base  in  regions  above.  "Not  every  one  that  sayeth  'Lord, 
Lord'  shall  enter  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  but  he  that  doeth  the  will  of  our 
Father  which  is  in  heaven."  (Matt.  1:21). 

We  ought  to  let  that  advice  sink  in.  Some  of  us  ought  to  have 
it  burned  into  our  hides  with  a  branding  iron.  The  trouble  with  a 
lot  of  us  is  that  we  think  such  advice  always  belongs  to  the  old 
Pharisees.  Someone  has  said,  "Duty  is  something  disagreeable  that 
the    other    fellow    ought    to    do."    Yes,    "charity    begins    at    home." 

Prayer  is  a  pretty  sacred  business  to  talk  about,  but  many  a  man  has 
made  it  anything  but  sacred  in  stretching  it  out.  Many  stories  have 
been  told  of  the  length  of  some  prayers,  and  how,  it  is  sad  to  say, 
they  have  been  made  light  of.  I  guess  in  some  circles  they  have 
been  so  long  that  they  went  against  the  grain  of  many  a  lad,  and  I  sup- 
pose sometimes  things  were  done  by  the  boys  that  didn't  breathe  rever- 
ence. I  have  heard  of  a  father  whose  prayer  covered  so  much  territory 
that  the  boys  could  get  up  from  their  knees,  have  an  innings  of  baseball 
and  return  only  to  find  the  prayer,  as  the  boys  put  it,  "just  down  to  the 
ten  tribes."  Of  course,  that's  ridiculous,  but  nevertheless,  such  a  prayer 
suggested  anything  by  supplication.  In  that  home  prayer  was  overdone. 
Yes,  in  that  home  there  would  have  been  more  devotion  if  there  had 
been  shorter  prayers  by  virtue  of  each  member  of  the  family  taking  his 
turn. 

Too  long  prayers  in  home  and  in  Church  have  taken  their  toll.  Many 
a  boy  has  been  driven  from  sanctity  and  worship  by  continual  overdoses 
of  longevity  in  prayers.  A  father  in  his  home  with  a  family  who  prays 
ten  to  twenty  minutes  has  something  to  answer  for.  I  am  sure  many  a 
good  lad  has  rebelled  against  such  "vain  repetitions."  Instead  of  pulling 
a  boy  to  wholesome  devotion,  he  has  "rebelled  against  it."

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AN  LPS  ADVENTURE  STORY 

In  Touch  With  An  Unknown

I  was  born  near  Kirtland,  Ohio,  where  the  Mormons  once  lived.  My 
father,  Peter  Vogel,  was  a  friend  of  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  and  on 
two  occasions  he  hid  Joseph  in  his  cellar  while  the  mob  was  hunting  for 
him.  The  prophet  gave  my  father  a  copy  of  the  first  edition  of  the  Book 
of  Mormon,  and  this  was  always  a  prized  possession  in  our  family. 

After  the  Civil  War  I  drifted  west,  and  finally  settled  in  Colorado. 
Here  I  met  with  a  peculiar  experience  which  changed  the  whole  course 
of  my  life.  I  was  running  a  hotel  at  Walsenburg,  Colorado.  One  forenoon 
I  was  asked  by  the  hotel  cook  to  go  over  to  the  Levi  Grocery  Store  for 
something  he  had  forgotten  to  order.  The  Levi  House  stood  on  a  corner 
diagonally  across  from  my  hotel.  As  I  was  crossing  the  street  a  very  fine 
looking  gentleman  with  a  suit  of  brownish  colour,  and  a  brownish  hat 
approached  me.  He  extended  his  hand  and  said,  "You  are  George  William 
Vogel."  I  scanned  him  for  a  moment  and  answered,  "Yes,  that  is  my 
name."  I  took  him  to  be  a  travelling  man,  as  they  often  come  in  from  the 
larger  cities.  I  said,  "You  have  the  best  of  me."  He  did  not  give  me  his 
name,  but  as  we  shook  hands  I  never  had  such  a  feeling  pass  through  my 
body.  He  then  spoke,  saying,  "I  am  sent  to  you  by  the  Master."  He  told 
me  that  I  had  been  considerably  worried  about  my  brother  John,  who  at 
this  time  was  employed  by  an  English  whaling  company  on  the  different 
islands  of  the  Behring  Sea  in  the  Arctic  region.  I  told  him  that  I  had  been 
worried  about  John,  and  he  replied,  "Do  not  worry  about  him  any  more; 
he  is  all  right,  and  there  is  a  letter  on  the  way  to  you  from  him."  Sure 
enough,  three  days  later  I  received  a  letter  saying  he  had  resigned  his 
position  with  the  company  and  that  he  was  on  his  way  to  Tacoma, 
Washington. 

Then  the  stranger  read  my  past  to  me  like  a  book.  He  said  that  the 
destroying  angel  had  tried  to  take  my  life  on  numerous  occasions,  but  that 
I  had  been  spared.  He  reminded  me  of  the  time  when  at  the  age  of  four 
years  I  had  fallen  down  a  well  at  our  old  home  in  Ohio,  and  had  been 
saved  by  climbing  into  the  bucket  while  my  mother  drew  me  out.  He 
related  incidents  which  had  occurred  all  through  my  father's  family,  giving 
me  the  names  of  the  dead  and  of  the  living,  and  where  they  were.  He  told 
me  about  my  little  sister  Julia  who  had  died  as  a  child.  He  also  related 
to  me  how  my  life  had  been  spared  on  numerous  occasions  during  the  war. 
He  further  said,  "You  are  a  chosen  spirit,  and  your  mission  on  this  earth 
is  that  you  shall  be  a  saviour  to  your  father's  household.  You  will  yet  go 
into  the  temple  of  the  Master,  and  do  a  great  work  for  your  kindred 
dead."  He  told  me  to  be  prayerful,  to  listen  to  the  promptings  of  the 
spirit  and  that  I  would  be  guided  and  directed  to  Zion. 

I  became  so  very  much  interested  that  I  begged  my  new-found  friend 
to  go  over  to  my  hotel  and  wait  until  I  ran  my  errand,  and  that  we  would 
have  dinner  together  and  talk  further.  He  said,  "Before  I  go,  do  you  wish 
to  ask  me  anything?  If  so,  I  will  try  to  answer  whatever  you  wish  to 
know."  I  was  so  amazed  that  I  did  not  know  what  to  say,  but  again 
requested  him  to  step  over  to  my  office  at  the  hotel.  I  told  him  we  would 
eat  dinner  and  visit  the  whole  afternoon.  I  then  went  across  the  street 
to  the  Levi  Grocery,  and  in  a  few  minutes  returned  and  inquired  of 
several  who  had  seen  us  talking  together  if  they  knew  who  the  gentleman 
was,  and  where  he  had  gone.  No  one  seemed  to  know.  Arriving  at  my 
hotel,  I  found  he  was  not  there.  I  phoned  the  LaVeta  Hotel;  no  such 
person  was  there  and  no  one  had  ever  seen  him.  I  phoned  down  to 
Cucharas  Junction  to  Mr.  Fred  Roof,  the  agent  there,  but  he  had  not  seen

QUESTION: 


In  Matthew  20 :  28,  we  find  the  following :  "Even  as  the  Son  of  man 
came  not  to  be  ministered  unto,  but  to  minister,  and  to  give  his  life  a 
ransom  for  many."  What  is  the  correct  meaning  of  the  term  "Son  of 
Man"?  The  marginal  reference  leads  me  to  Phillippians  2:7,  which  is  as 
follows :  "But  made  himself  of  no  reputation,  and  took  upon  him  the 
form  of  a  servant,  and  was  made  in  the  likeness  of  men."  Are  we  to 
understand  that  "Son  of  Man"  has  reference  to  the  fact  that  Jesus  came 
into  the  world  "in  the  likeness  of  men"  or  became  mortal?  If  not,  what 
does  it  mean? 


ANSWER: 


In  each  of  the  four  gospels  we  read  where  the  Saviour  frequently 
refers  to  himself  as  "the  Son  of  man."  Invariably  in  the  New  Testament, 
the  common  noun,  "Man,"  is  printed  with  a  lower  case  "m".  This  is  very 
likely  due  to  the  fact  that  the  scholars  who  did  the  translating  did  not 
understand  the  significance  of  this  expression.  Seemingly,  they  took  the 
view  as  you  have  expressed  it,  that  it  has  reference  to  the  fact  that  our 
Lord  became  a  man  and  while  on  the  earth  appeared  as  a  man.  You  will 
realize  that  for  centuries  the  prevailing  notion  that  God,  when  speaking 
of  either  the  Father  or  the  Son,  was  without  body  and  was  not  in  the 
form  of  man,  except  as  our  Lord  appeared  among  men  in  his  earth 
ministry. 

The  expression  should  be  written,  "Son  of  Man,"  with  a  capital  "M", 
meaning  Son  of  God.  In  revelations  given  to  the  Prophet  Joseph,  the 
Saviour  uses  this  term  when  speaking  of  himself.  See  the  Doctrines  and 
Covenants,  45:39;  49:6,  22;  63:53;  68:11.  There  are  other  occasions 
when  our  Lord  called  himself  "Son  Ahman."  See  sections  78:20  and 
95:17. 

This  title  given  to  the  Saviour  may  have  been  common  in  the  days 
of  the  antediluvian  saints.  It  is  recorded  in  the  Pearl  of  Great  Price,  that 
Enoch  saw  generation  after  generation  down  through  time,  and  we  read, 
"...

I  went,  found  Mr.  Green  much  the  same  as  on  former  occa- 
sions. Had  a  long  conversation;  but  not  much  inclined  for  baptism.  The 
next  day  I  was  about  to  start  on  my  usual  circuit  on  foot.  He  tried  to  per- 
suade me  to  stay  till  the  next  day.  Said  he  would  try  to  get  me  a  horse 
to  ride.  That  he  did  not  like  to  see  me  start  out  on  such  a  trip  afoot.  I 
told  him  if  he  wanted  to  be  baptised,  I  would  stop,  on  no  other  condition. 
I  started  on.  He  overtook  me.  When  I  got  about  a  mile  he  asked  me  to 
get  on  his  horse  and  ride.  I  did  so.  We  travelled  together  two  miles  when 
we  came  to  the  forks  of  the  road.  Here  we  talked  some  time,  he  insisting 
on  my  going  back.  He  had  not  yet  made  up  his  mind  to  comply.  I  started 
on  my  journey,  he  called  me  to  come  back,  when  he  said  he  would  be 
baptised  if  I  would  go  back  to  his  house  and  stay  till  next  day.  He  had 
to  go  some  twenty  miles  on  business.  I  said  I  would,  with  pleasure. 

Strange  to  say,  when  he  returned,  late  in  the  evening,  he  brought  my 
horse  that  I  had  lost  some  2  or  3  weeks  previous,  which  he  found  up  in 
the  locality  where  he  had  been.

anyone    answering    the    description.    I    phoned    to    Mr.    Foster,    on    the 
Apashapa,  but  he  had  not  seen  any  such  person  around. 

There  were  two  trains  a  day  running  north  and  back  from  Denver. 
The  conductor  and  passengers  ate  dinner  at  my  hotel,  and  I  inquired  of 
them  all  if  any  of  them  had  seen  such  a  man  as  I  described,  but  no  one 
had  seen  him,  and  I  never  saw  him  again. 

Editor's  Note.  The  above  circumstance  made  a  deep  impression  on 
Brother  Vogel's  mind,  but  he  did  not  know  what  to  make  of  it,  and  could 
not  satisfy  himself  with  any  explanation.

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ORDINANCE   OF   ADMINISTRATION      (Continued    from    page   37) 

of  the  Twelve  as  follows:  "It  was  the  sense  of  the  Council  .  .  .  that  the 
practice  of  administering  be  confined  to  the  elders;  but  in  the  case  of 
absolute  necessity,  that  is  where  an  elder  finds  himself  in  the  situation  that 
he  cannot  avail  himself  of  the  company  of  a  member  of  the  Aaronic  Priest- 
hood, or  even  a  lay  member,  but  for  the  purpose  only  of  being  supported 
by  the  faith  of  such  member  or  members,  the  elder  alone  to  officiate  in 
the  ordinance  of  administration;  or,  the  elder  may  administer  alone  with- 
out such  assistance  of  a  lay  member  of  one  holding  the  Aaronic  Priest- 
hood .  .  ."  (These  instructions  should  not  be  interpreted  to  mean  that  the 
Aaronic  Priesthood  holder  or  a  lay  member  should  lay  on  his  hands  with 
the  elder.) 
Repeated  Anointings  not  Necessary 

If  a  sick  person  has  been  anointed  and  the  following  day  seeks  another 
blessing,  it  is  not  necessary  to  anoint  with  oil  the  second  time. 
President  Joseph  F.  Smith  has  left  us  this  counsel:  "In  the 
matter  of  administering  to  the  sick,  according  to  the  order 
and  practice  established  in  the  Church,  care  should  be  taken  to  avoid  un- 
warranted repetitions.  When  an  administration  is  made,  and  when  the 
blessing  pronounced  upon  the  afflicted  one  has  been  received,  the  ordinance 
should  not  be  repeated,  rather  let  the  time  be  given  to  prayer  and  thanks- 
giving for  the  manifestation  of  divine  power  already  granted  and  realized. 
No  limit  should  be  or  can  be  set  to  the  offering  of  prayer  and  the  render- 
ing of  praise  to  the  Giver  of  Good,  for  we  are  especially  told  to  pray 
without  ceasing,  and  no  special  authority  of  the  priesthood  or  standing  in 
the  Church  is  essential  to  the  offering  of  prayer;  but  the  actual  administra- 
tion by  anointing  with  oil  and  by  the  imposition  of  hands  by  those  who 
hold  the  oroper  office  in  the  priesthood  is  an  authoritive  ordinance,  too 
sacred  in  its  nature  to  be  performed  lightly,  or  to  be  repeated  loosely  when 
the  blessing  has  been  gained." 
Sick  Not  Dedicated  to  Lord 

The  elders  are  to  bless  and  comfort  the  sick  and  acknowledge  the 
hand  of  the  Lord  in  all  things;  but  they  are  not  to  dedicate  a  person  to 
the  Lord.

I  like  to  hear  a  prayer  sincere  but  well  put  together.  We  owe  it  to 
one  another  when  one  of  us  prays  for  the  group  that  the  prayer  be 
logical,  to  the  point,  and  run  smoothly,  but  above  all  it  should  be  from 
the  heart.  It  should  be  simple.  If  we  would  take  twenty-three  hours  out 
of  the  twenty-four  each  day  to  remind  the  Lord  how  grateful  we  are  for 
our  different  blessings  and  enumerate  the  different  things,  we  never  could 
have  enough  time  to  do  it.  "For  your  Father  knoweth  what  things  ye 
have  need  of,  before  ye  ask." 

Very  often  when  a  man  is  called  to  the  pulpit  to  open  or  close  a 
meeting,  the  length  of  his  prayer  would  indicate  the  fellow  was  afraid  he 
wouldn't  be  called  before  the  public  for  another  ten  years  and  was  going 
to  take  advantage  of  this  particular  opportunity  to  discourse.  I  like  a  short 
prayer,  and  I  believe  my  tastes  along  this  line  are  like  those  of  most 
people.  I  like  a  short  letter,  don't  you?  I  don't  have  much  idea  as  to  the 
organization  on  high  in  recording  and  listening  to  the  prayers  directed 
there,  but  I  imagine  sometimes  even  the  recording  angels  up  there  whisper 
to  one  another  accordingly,  "oh  how  I  wish  that  fellow's  prayers  were 
shorter."

pass  that  Enoch  cried  unto  the  Lord,  saying :  When  the  Son  of  Man  cometh 
in  the  flesh,  shall  the  earth  rest?  I  pray  thee,  show  me  these  things."  From 
these  words  written  long  before  the  advent  of  Jesus  Christ  on  the  earth,  it 
would  appear  that  he  was  known  by  this  title  in  that  day. 

THE  LORD'S  COUNSEL  TO  ADAM 

We  have  received  other  definite  information  in  the  counsel  the  Lord 
gave  to  Adam,  as  recorded  in  Moses  6 :  57,  which  is  as  follows : 

Wherefore  teach  it  unto  your  children,  that  all  men,  everywhere,  must 
repent,  or  they  can  in  nowise  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God,  or  no  unclean 
thing  can  dwell  there,  or  dwell  in  his  presence;  for,  in  the  language  of 
Adam,  Man  of  Holiness  is  his  name,  and  the  name  of  his  Only  Begotten 
is  the  Son  of  Man,  even  Jesus  Christ,  a  righteous  Judge,  who  shall  come 
in  the  meridian  of  time. 

Here  the  Father  speaks  to  Adam  of  himself  as  a  Man  whose  name  is 
"Man  of  Holiness."  Therefore,  we  are  justified  in  saying  of  Jesus  when 
referring  to  himself  as  Son  of  Man,  he  means  that  he  is  verily  the  Son 
of  God  who  is  Man  of  Holiness  or  Holy  Man. 

Incidently  we  learn  that  the  place  where  Adam  dwelt,  and  where  he 
blessed  his  righteous  descendants  three  years  befor  his  death,  and  where 
the  Lord  appeared  to  him  was  named  Adam-ondi-Ahman.  May  we  not  in 
truth  say  that  the  meaning  of  this  name  is.  the  place,  or  land,  of  God 
where  Adam  dwelt? 

The  things  of  God  are  of  deep  import  ; 
and  time  and  experience  and  careful  and 
ponderous  and  solemn  thoughts  can  only 
find  them  out.  Thy  mind,  0  Man,  if  thou 
wilt  lead  a  soul  unto  salvation,  must 
stretch  as  high  as  the  utmost  heavens 
and  search  into  and  contemplate  the 
darkest  abyss  and  the  broad  expanse  of 
eternity  —  thou  must  commune  with 
God!
